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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1-27 are pending. Applicant's October 6, 2008 Interview with Examiner 
Rudy was convincing with regards to the previous rejection. Thus, it is withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. Claims 1-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Lebda et al., US 6,611,816 in view of Jones et. al., US 5,797,133. 

Lebda discloses, e., Figs. 1-2 an related text, e.g. cols 3-6, a credit approval 
engine, 100, a buyers computer having a web page, e.g. 300, and a credit approval 
criterion, e.g. step 22. Lebda discloses real-time transmission, e.g. claim 31, but is 
silent as to the real-time transmission from a web server to the buyer's computer of 
approval of the credit approval criterion. 

Jones discloses, e.g. col. 4, real-time transmission may encompass a expanded 
period of time. 

To have provided real time transmission from the web server to the buyer's 
computer of Lebda would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art in view of 
Jones. The motivation for such would have been to have provided a timely data 
regarding credit reports for a product purchase.
